In the liver are countless numbers of tiny ducts, which converge into two, 


called the right and left “hepatic” ducts. 


These meet outside the liver 


and are joined on the way to the intestines, by the “cystic” duct leading 


from the gall-bladder. 


Gallstones may occur anywhere in this system, 


varying in size from the smallest grain to stones large enough to stop 


up the large ducts. ¢ 


Gallstones are composed largely of cholostrin, a substance normally pres- 
ent in certain quantities in the blood. They occur more often in women 


than men, usually past 40 years of age, and the person with gallstones 
is usually overweight. Typhoid fever seems to leave a pre-disposition to 
gallstones, caused by the infectious germs leaving roughened surfaces in 
the ducts or gall bladder, where the cholostrin crystals can find a place 


to cling and gather bulk. 


Gallstones may or may not cause jaundice, depending on the size and 


location of 


the obstruction, and the amount of “backed up” bile absorbed 


by the blood. The most usual symptom of gallstone is “gall-bladder” colic, 
a severe stomach ache, localizing in the pit of the stomach and often ra- 


diating through the back, just beneath the shoulder blades. 


Violent con- 


traction of the ducts trying to throw off the stone, and rubbing of the 
tender membranes against the stones sets up this severe pain. Relaxation 


by heat, hot baths or hypodermic may allow the stone to pass cne way or 
the other and give temporary relief, until the stone gets “stuck” again. 
Gallstones always create a certain amount of inflammation of the gall- 
bladder, and the infection may become severe enough to cause rheuma- 
itis or any of the general diseases, resulting from chronic

Money Sought To Reduce 
Debt and Increase Institu- 
tion Facilities. 


State-wide campaign to raise $150,- 
000 for Georgia Baptist hospital will 
be launched June 2, it was announced 
yesterday by Wiley L. Moore, promi- 
nent Atlantan and Baptist, who will 
be general chairman of the drive. 


The $150,000 will be used to re- 
duce the funded indebtedness of the 
hospital and to increase its facilities, 
now inadequate to meet the demands 
for hospitalization coming from every 
section of Georgia. It is planned to 
devote $75,000 to each purpose, Chair- 
man Moore said. | 

Georgia Baptist hospital serves all 
the people of Georgia, irrespective of 
church affiliations. During the past 
seven years it has given treatment to 
34,820 patients, of whom 5,526 were 
free or part free patients. It is now 
building a $30,000 annex which will 
increase its capacity from 140 to 184 
beds. The annex will also provide 
space for another operating room, ad- 
ditional space for the X-ray depart- 
ment and laboratory and for’ the 
nurses’ training school. 

Two Objects. 

“Nothing is so important as the 
‘health of our people,” Mr. Moore said 
in announcing the campaign. ‘Our 
hospitals should be equipped and in 
a position not only to give treatment 
to all those who need it at a more 
reasonable cost than now, but to give 
more free hospitalization to those 
whose health has been undermined 
through worry, strain and hardship 
brought on by the depression and who 
are unable to pay for it. The pro- 
posed $150,000 fund will greatly help 
our fine institution to achieve both 
these objects.” 

Georgia Baptist hospital is owned, 
controlled and operated by the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention through its 
executive committee and Baptists in 
all sections of the state will be asked 
to contribute to the hospital fund.

Preparing Opinion, : 

The law department was preparing 
an opinion on the textbook clause at 
the request of Dr. M. D. Collins, state 
superintendent of education.

“The privilege of manufacturing, 
distributing and_ selling by whole- 
sale or retail of beverages provided in 
this act is purely a privilege and no 
business legalized by this act shall be 
conducted in any county or incorpo- 
rated municipality of this state with- 
out a permit from the governing au- 
thority of such county or municipal- 
ity, which said authority is hereby 
given discretionary powers as to the 
granting or refusal of such permits.”

Marks Climax of Pacific 
| Games. 


ABOARD BATTLESHIP PENN- 
SYLVANIA, PEARL HARBOR, 
Hawaii, May 25.—(/)—The greatest 
air force any nation ever sent to sea 
saluted Hawaii today. 

Four powerful wings composed of 
225 fighting planes devoted the noon 
hour to a sky review climaxing the 
return of the fleet and the navy’s air 
armada to Hawaiian shores to com- 
plete the second phase of the unprece- 
dented mid-Pacific operations. 

Spectacular as the pageant of the 
air proved to be, shattering all ree 
ords for mass flights in this part of 
the world, there was an unrevealed 
thrill back of it. 

The review was characteristic «f 
every movement of the fleet under 
Admiral J. M. Reeves in the extended 
Operations—a real test of training 
efficiency. 

With graceful ease and amazing 
precision, the flying-V formations of 
each wing had a different speed but 
all came over in nerfect shape. It 
gave Honolulu all the magnificence of 
a well-prepared air parade yet it wag 
executed under conditions which offi- 
cers might expect to find in time of 
war. 

Last night not an officer of the 
fleet knew such.an operation was to 
take place. Shortly before midnight 
Admiral Reeves wirelessed Vice Ad- 
miral Henry V. Butler, commander of

Flies With Bat Wings. 


Equipped with curious  bat-like 
William Picune, 19-year-old 
parachute jumper, glided over Teter- 
boro (N. J.) airport at an altitude 
feet. 

Riding against the wind like a bird, 
Picune drifted two miles before he 
opened his parachute at an altitude 
of 3,000 feet. He descended at Little 
Ferry, landing unhurt, in.a tree.

Mystery Plane. 


Speedier than anything the army 
has ever flown, a “mystery plane” 
constructed by the Curtiss Aeroplane 
& Motor Company, has successfully 
passed preliminary tests, 

The geingle-seater fighting ship is 
described as “ ahead of any- 
thing yet produced in military air- 
craft,” of radical design and equipped 
with every known aid to aerial navri- 
gation. 

A low-wing monoplane of all-metal 
construction, the new fighter is said 
to have slotted wings, a new type re- 
tractable landing gear and invisible 
bomb compartments fashioned like 
trap doors in the wing. Space for 
gunnery equipment also is provided. 

But 25 feet long, the plane is de- 
scribed as having a wind spread of 
49 feet, with power coming from a 
single twin-whirlwind motor mount- 
ed in the nose. 

The ship is revealed as being a 
wing with fuselage added, rather than 
fuselage with wings extending from 
the sides. The pilot’s compartment is 
rivited to the wing structure, is un- 
usually streamlined and compact, and 
entirely encased with metal except 
for the top which is of rounded 
glass.

To Tell Aleoholic Content. 

The winemaker can obtain a sac- 
charometer, costing S38 or $4. which 
will tell him just what the alcoholic | 
content of his wine will be. When 
pressing the grapes a quart of juice 
| should be pressed by hand into the 
tube of the saccharometer. If the 
gauge registers 24 per cent sugar, 
then the aleoholie content of the re- 
sultant wine will be about 12. per 
erent, which will be found to be high- | 
ly satisfying. If, on the other hand, 
the saccharometer shows only 14 per 
cent sugar content of the grapes, then 
the wine will be only 7 per cent al- 
| cohol. 

White wine is made by exactly the 
Same process as red wine. With both 
rel and white wine, after the pri- 
mary fermentation, the casks used for 
_ the secondary fermentation should al- 
ways be kept full so as to admit no 
air into the cask itself. Air inside 
_the cask causes disease and vinegar 

| fermentation, much to the sorrow of 
the winemaker. Mix a little sugar 
with distilled water in a bottle and 
add just enough to the cask each day 
to keep the liquid content of the cask 
level with the top of the bung, |

The per- 
formance was three-tenths of a second 
under Roland Locke's world record, 
shaded Locke’s American mark of 
20.5, and beat Ralph Metcalfe’s col- 
legiate mark of 20.4 seconds.

Only a super-genius could build an 
automobile by himself and no such 
Man ever ‘lived. 

Captain FE. D. C. Herne, chief in- 
spector of the De Soto factory in De- 
troit, made this interesting observa- 
tion today to illustrate the multiple 
Operations that go into the manufac- 
ture of a modern motor car. 

“In the first place,” he said, “the 
man who attempted to build a car 
alone would have to be a geolozist, 
with an expert’s knowledge of how 
and where to locate iron ore, He 
would have to be a miner and a metal- 
lurgist, so he could mine the ore and 
turn it into iron and stee).” 

Captain Herne said this super-man 
—if such a man lived—would have 
to be a farmer and planter. He would 
have to know how to grow cotton and 
cultivate rubber trees. 

“This genius would have 
chemist and a textile expert, so he 
could change the raw cotton into cloth 
of the proper color,” he said. “He'd 
have to know how to extract rubber 
from the trees and make it into tires 
and other rubber parts used in the 
car. 

“Even then he would fail unless he 
knew how to make glass from sand 
and could cut it to fit into the wind- 
shield, windows and doors of the car. 
Then, too, he'd have to know all about 
raising cattle and sheep and be able 
to make leather and change wool into 
woolen fabric.” 

Captaif’ Herne said the genius 
would be just beginning his task when 
be finished collecting all of the ma- 
terials. 

“A modern car such 0 
has a: least 2.000 different parts, 
he said, “and each part represents 
numerous operations before it is ready 
to he fitted into the car. Thousandsé 
of skilled men are employed perform- 
ing these operations.” 

The De Soto ofifcial said 
lone master-mind attempting build 
a car by himself would have to du- 
plicate the work of these thousands. 
He said the man would have to be 
a designer, engineer, artist and me- 
chanic all rolled into one. He'd have 
to be able to make the tools and ma- 
chines used in shaping the parts [to 
fractions of one-thousandth of an 
inch. Then he'd have to know how 
to operate the machines and check 
their accuracy. 

“No one man could possibly know 
how to do all of these operations,” 
he said. “The finished automobile— 
more than anything else in this mod- 
ern world of ours—represents the 
combined knowledge of thousands and 
the accumulated information of cen- 
turiés,”’

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New Deal Re-Affirms American Faith 
And Embodies Essence of Jeffersonian 
Principles in View of This Georgian 


Editor Constitution: The current 
criticism that the New Deal is un- 
American and contrary to the prin- 
ciplés of Jeffersonian democracy 15 
the veriest tommyrot. On the con- 
trary the New Deal embodies the very 
essence of Jeffersonian democracy and 
is a resurgence and restoration of the 
American spirit. A reaffirmation of 
the American faith. 

Labels and symbols often obscure 
real thinking. The cry of “back to 
Jefferson and Jackson” and to “fun- 
damental American principles” is 
usually a substitute for mental effort, 
a smoke screen to hide the lack of 
ratiocination. You cannot lift a catch- 
word, a slogan, a phrase or sentence 
out of the context of Jefferson's writ- 
ings and claim that you have set forth 
his political philosophy. You likely 
do violence to the spirit of his philos- 
ophy instead. Interpretations of “‘fun- 
damental American principles” can 
easily become frozen, arrested, static. 
Stagnation of thought ‘results and 
growth is denied unless interpreta- 
tion keeps abreast of changed social, 
political and economic conditions. 

The tenet of Jefferson most fre- 
quently cited is that “The least pos- 
sible government. is the best possible 
government.” What did Jefferson 
mean by that? Remember, he lived 
in a simple agrarian society. Indus- 
trialism was still in the future with 
its benefits, problems and _ abuses. 
™he political background was mon- 
archy with its authoritarian, arbitrary 
and ruthless exercise of power. Jef- 
ferson simply meant that government 
should be adequate—no more, no less. 
That government should exist for man 
—and not man for government. That, 
in the great American experiment, 
care must be taken to respect the in- 
tegrity of the individual and that his 
freedom must be protected from tha 
crushing hand of tyranny. 

The fundamental purpose of gov- 


ernment is protection. This motive 
tended to create the first society and 
has integrated all succeeding socie- 
ties. Jefferson was chiefly concerned 
with protecting the liberties of man 
from political tyranny. The New Deal 
is chiefly concerned with protecting 
the liberties of man from economic 
tyranny. Growth of our country, ex- 
pansion of industry, concentration of 
wealth and the manifold complexities 
of modern civilization render totally 
inadequate the kind of government 
that would have been fully adequate 
in Jefferson’s day. 


government must be adequate to the 
exigencies of every situation. ‘That 
democracy must marshal its forces to 
triumph over every crisis. 

Jefferson was this nation’s first 
democrat. The New Deal is simply 
a battle for democracy. Jefferson was 
a great humanitarian: the New Deal's 
chief concern is to protect the com- 
mon man’s right to live, his right to 
work, his right to health, his right 
to some measure of decency and com- 
fort. Jefferson was the foe of privi- 
lege: the New Deal aims to restore 
the benefits of our great wealth and 
natural resources to the use and en- 
joyment of the people. 

“We are witnessing the battle of 
the century: the battle of democracy 
against financial oligarchy. Wood- 
row Wilson began it. He called 
the New Freedom. The World War 
intervened. Many years were lost un- 
der Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. 
The evils, which Justice Brandeis so 
clearly pointed out the latter part of 
1913, were not checked, 
during the twenties under the warm 
approval of the republican party and 
finally hatched disaster in 1929.

May, June in Vegetable Garden|

ture head into a big, snowy flower. 
They must be protected from direct 
sunlight if they are to come fine and 
white. Exposed to the sunlight they 
will develop green and yellow colorixg 
that is not attractive. 


The protection consists of tying the 
big leaves that surround the flower 
by the tips so they will shade the 
developing curd. These big leaves 
should be tied loosely so that they will 
not cramp or crowd the development 
of the head. This should have room 
to develop evenly and naturally. 

Cauliflowers in the home garden 
can be placed more closely in the 
rows than in field culture, as they 
will be tended by hand and will stand 
18 inches apart happily under these 
conditions of hand cultivation. There 
was formerly a belief that the cautie« 
flower was much more tender and iif 
ficult to grow than the cabbage. This 
is not true. It will thrive equally well 
with its close relative under the same 
conditions of good soil and culture. 

Carrots. 

For the summer and fall garden 
one of the favorite vegetables is the 
carrot. The favorite market variety 
— in oe is the early Chan- 
enay, a half-long, well- relle 
colored variety. 4 — 

There are two very important cule 
tural directions concerning carrots. 
The first has to do with the shape 
of the root. In other words, in order 
that the roots may he round. wel] cule 
ored and tapering slightly, the ground 
should be well Prepared and very 
mellow. The reasons for this are ob« 
vious, 

On the other hand, if carrots ara 
Planted in yery heavy clay soil the 
root has a tendency to be ill-shaped, 
sometimes even split. 

_ The second important cultural direc- 
tion has to do with fertilization, and 
Is Closely connected with the colorirg 
of the carrot. For the carrot to be 
the proper orange color it should ke 
srown rapidly, well nourished with 
plenty of well-balanced commercial 
fertilizer, such as 10-4-4. 

For carrots to be at their best for 
table use they should be grown rapidly 
and pulled early. For this reason it is 
best that a small amount of them «6 
planted about once every ten days or 
two weeks. They may be planted from 
now until about the first or fifteenth 
of September in this latitude.

Turnips. 

The old standby anywhere in the 
south is the turnip. There are prob- 
ably more turnips planted in the 
south in the fall than all of the other 
vegetables combined. By this we do 
not mean to imply that the other 
vegetables will not grow well in the 
fall. It does mean that long ago ture 
nips were found to be very satisface- 
tory for the fall garden, just as we 
are learning each year that more and 
more vegetables will grow well during 
the late summer and early fall. 

The turnip is such a well-known 
vegetable that it seems superfluous to 
talk about and describe its uses other 
than to say that it is invaluable. 

Turnips will do best planted 6n new 
ground, but this is not absolutely es- 
sential. If stable manure is to be 
it should be worked into the 


the actual planting of seeds. Care 
ehould be taken that the stable ma- 
nure is well rotted and thoroughly 
worked into the soil. Apply a liberal 
application of some good commercial 
fertilizer at the e@ime of planting, re- 
peating this fertilization about three 
weeks after the turnips have been 
out of the ground. If the turnips grow 
fast the greens are much more tender 
and palatable. Use about one ounce 
of seed for each one hundred feet of 
row.

The author of “The Book of High 
Romance,” “Little Brother Francis of 
Assisi” and many other books has 
written andther interesting work: 
“The Catholic Church in Action.” 
This book was made possible with 
the collaboration of Julia Kernan. 

One cannot easily forget the experi- 
ences,of Michael Williams—no longer 
the unhappy “Quietist” of the past— 
as he related then in his spiritual au- 
tobiography, “The Book of High Ro- 
mance,” and especially the chapters 
dealing with the hardships that were 
his in those initial days of his jour- 
nalistic career. 

Mr. Williams, who received his ed- 
ucation at Saint Joseph’s College,

lic affairs. He was formerly city edi- 
tor of the San Francisco Examiner | 
and special correspondent in Mexico | 
for the International News Service. | 

This new book of Mr. Williams, | 
béaring the imprimatur of his emi- 
nence Patrick Cardinal Hayes, arch- 
bishop of New York, must have been 
an extremely difficult task. It has 
been said that the bibliography pub- 
lished with this work gives the read- 
er only a faint conception of the 
enormous amount of hard labor which 
had first to be spent upon the as- 
sembling of data. 

Written with clarity, this Book has 
been prepared to meet the need “for 
an accurate and popular description 
of the administrative details by which 
the Catholic church keeps its various 
activities all over the world running 
smoothly. It is a work of exposition, 
strictly non-controversial both in pur- 
pose and in treatment, content sim- 
ply to present the principal facts.” 

It has been explained that situa- 


bers of people, both Catholic and non- 
Catholic, have use for information 
concerning the practical operations of 
the Catholic church. And that still 
greater numbers would like to obtain 
even a rudimentary but accurate 
knowledge of how this great organi- 
zation functions.

At hand is evidence of a reac- 
tion to the inquiry by Louis Par- 
sons, of New York’s Roosevelt 
hotel, concerning the use of the 
word ‘‘tote.”’ 

From L. G. W., Atlanta, comes 
the following comment: 


“In your column of the 19th 
you invite the opinion of your 
readers on from where the word 
‘tote’ comes. 

“I do not know, but I can tell 
you that as a child before the 
war in the country in South Caro- 
lina, I used to hear it in frequent 
use. ‘Fetch’ meant to bring, and 
‘tote’ meant to carry. 


“A number of words of African 


origin were current in those days, 
and I always assumed that ‘tote’ 
was an African word. It is, of 
course, possible it may be old 
English.” 


The.comment on “tote” in the 
Literary Digest, which Mr. Par- 
sons promised this column, is 
signed by Whit Gaydon, of Ham- 
monton, Cal., and reads: 

Please permit me to use your col- 
umns to express my disapproval of 
the general misuse of the good word 
tote. This word is said by some 
to have been “coined” by the south- 
ern negroes. Others claim that it 
was first used by the white country 
people of the south. Frankly I 
don’t know. A southern white coun- 
tryman myself, I have been using 
it all my life. And I found it in 
general use among both races from 
my earliest days. 

It is a highly useful word, as it is 
easily spoken and expressive of 
something no other word can quite 
accomplish. The dictionary defines 
it as “to carry,” but this definition 
is too short, aceording to the way 
it is used in its native habitat. The 
definition should be “to carry on 
the person.” The dictionary gives 
that definition to the word bear. 
But bear is seldom used in this 
way, as it has other meanings. 
Tote, however, has only the one 
meaning: To carry on the person. 


Mr. Gaydon’s belief that ‘‘tote”’ 
has only one meaning—to carry 
on the person—is not in line 
with recollections of this column, 


For instance, if two negroes 
were taking turns at carrying a 
heavy bucket, and one suspected 
he was doing more than his share, 
he would say to: his comrade, 


“Looky here, hit’s yo’ time to 
tote dis bucket.” 

If Mr. Gaydon means that 
“tote” applies only to such things 
as can be carried on the person 
—a razor or a pistol, for in- 
stance—it would seem the mean- 
ing is too restricted. 

Quite common in 
days was the expression, “T’'ll 
make him tote the mail.’”’ This 
was used by both white and black 
boys. It meant that they threw 
rocks at or in some other manner 
caused the object of their tem- 
porary wrath to flee at top speed. 

As for the word ‘‘carry,” is 
was often used in place of “‘es- 
cort.” But let’s stick to “‘tote;”

Modern presses 
which are favorably known to book 
lovers are the Nonesuch Press, che 
Golden Cockerell, and the Cuala Press, 
which is the only private press in 
Ireland.

AN has looked for the first time 
M on his original footprints. 
More strictly stated—a man. 

What is more, the unique privilege 
was not wasted on a merely curious in- 
dividual, with no further thought than 
to puzzie idly over the strangest and 
most significant of all imprints by a liv- 
ing organism since the beginning of 
time on this terrestia!l globe. It fell to 
the lot of a photographer to make the 
discovery—and one who makes fossil- 
hunting his hobby, at that. 

So. of course, he lost no time in photo- 
graphing his memorable find, recording 
it for posterity with al! the thrill which 
a boy derives from rifling a robin’s nest 
to add to his collection of delicately hued 
ergs or a student in enlarging his store 
of mineralogical! or botanical specimens. 
« But of much greater scientific purport. 

What D. S. Harding found —and

photographed—one early Spring 
morning, as he poked and put-

calloused the skin and provided the orig- 
inal fish-mammals with immediate de- 
scendants whose dragging paunches 
were armor-plated. 

The latter provision was especially 
valuable in facilitating the dual life of 
this first amphibian—so that it could 
crawl ashore or back into the water 
without abdominal abrasions. And so 
that it could remain ont of water for 
considerable periods, on shore or on the 


surface cf the water, it was equipped 
with a sort of primitive bladder, later 
to develop into a pair of lungs, in his 
more refined physical successors. 

A dragging tail, too, slowed his prog- 
ress, apparently—and so the tail in time 
became elevated, in the apes. Later, in 
man, it disappeared entirely. Leave it 
to Nature! 


Other organic afd anatomical changes 
took place as the salamander became 
more and more accustomed to land so- 
journ. Chemical changes adapted the 
eye to a wider range of vision, breath- 
ing of oxygen dilated its tiny nostrils 
and enlarged them, and ears for hear- 
ing began to develop. Environment and 
need dictated a transformation that soon 
brought complete divorcement from its 
watery cradle and created a new spe- 
cies—the next elaboration of zoogenic 
development. 


Appropriately, Dr. Willard has 
dubbed the five-toed amphibians as 
Paramphibius. He places the invasion 
and adaptation of this piscatorial off- 
spring to land-lubber purposes at three 
to four hundred million years ago. If 
you must check up on the Professor, go 
ahead and count that over on your fin- 
gers! 

However, Dr. Kenneth E. Castor, of 
the Department of Geology of Cornell 
University, isn’t awed in the least by 
that figure. He’s going to go Dr. Wil- 
lard a hundred million years better. 
After picking up the trail of the Param- 
phibius at Susquehanna and attempting 
to expand the zone of his paleozoie frol- 
ics to include the region between To- 
wanda, Pa., and Binghamton, N. Y., he 
is going to take his class in geologic his- 
tory On an expedition to the rock-bound 
country between Ithaca and the Catskill 
Mountains, in the belief that among 
these older crags and crannies and creek- 
beds he will be able to discover the fossil 
remains of a species of the Param- 
phibius which will exemplify the very 
first stage of their transition from a fish 
to a mamma! state. 

These specimens, if found, Dr. Castor 
believes, will reveal the ancestor of the 
sloth, that once roamed Central New 
York and Northern Pennsylvania, to 
have had fins in place of hind feet—as 
well as of hind feet—with which they 
essayed their first tentative and snail- 
like steps—to set the evolutionary forces 
of conscious life and reasoning creatures 
under way, and corroborate the once s@ 
indignantly pooh-poohed theory of one 
Charles Darwin.

ROUND this region, not so long ago, flour- 
£% ished that strange phenomenon, the Paris 
Apache. 

He was a spectacular fellow, whose costume 
was as much a unifo:m as that other curiosity— 
the London Coster. The Apache hung out, 
with his girl friend, in the little ““Bals Musettes’’ 
—dance places with accordion music. 

He wore a “boule,.”” a bun of hair like a 
Spanish bullfighter’s, at the back of his head. 
‘“Favoris —little spit-curls—were plastered to 
his temples below a broken-peaked cap. His 
trousers were velvet or corduroy and “elephant- 
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legged,’ in the Parisian phrase. He wrapped 
a broad red sash around his waist, and crowned 
his trick appearance with a “foulard voyant, a 
bright scarf, about the neck. 

Today, the Paris Apache is as dead as the 
dodo. Not a single lamp-post in the city serves 
any longer as background for this gent, chuck- 
ing his girl about to minor adagio music. But 
his modern counterpart is just as tough, and bet- 
ter organized. Gangs flourish here. More and 
more they take on the manners of American 
mobdom. 

Not quite so spectacular as the first modern 
Paris mob—the ‘‘Bande Bonnot”’ which flour- 
ished here just before the war—they are active 
and ruthless. 

The difference between Paris mobs’ today 
and the Bonnot gang is that the Bonnot gang 
had principles. They were anarchists, fierce 
antagonists of society at large. They robbed 
and slaughtered with semi-religious conviction, 
and they spread terror through the city. Their 
names are still on the lips of every copper in 
the town. 

Bonnot and his lieutenants, “Raymond la 
Science,” Vallet, Monnier, Garnier, Soudy, 
Carouy, Metge, all came to bad ends. “Ray- 
mond la Science,’ Soudy, and Monnier finished 
with a public reception by ‘Monsieur Paris,” 
the guillotine. This was for the assassination 
of two policemen. Vallet and Garnier fell at 
the barricade behind which they. defied the 
police in their last round-up. Carouy took pot- 
son two hours after being condemned to death. 

Metge died in the Guiana penal colony.

a siege to destroy him. 

Fleeing the police, he managed to get out 
of Paris and took refuge in a garage shed at 
Choisy-le-Roi on the road to Fontainebleau. 
There for a day he stood off a siege. Finally, 
they backed a hay-rig against the rear of the 
shed, with a charge of high explosive in the 
middle of it. Ihe explosion set the shed afire 
and Bonnot fell in a fusillade of police bullets, 
in the assault that followed. 

Rumor says that Bonnot was actually pol- 
ished off afterward, as he lay wounded in an 
old hack transporting him to a hospital. French 
police are not always gentle.

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Man Blithely Harnesses Tides, Detyinga Prophectj of Human Oblivion 
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PROPHET OF DOOM 

Dr. J. B. S. Haldane, 

Eminent Scientific 

Writer, Who Had a Vi- 

sion of the Ultimate An- 

nihilation of Mankind Because They 
Succeeded in Harnessing the Tides. 


UCH has been written of man’s 
reckless wastefulness of the 
natural resources of the earth. 


Many uneasy predictions —some of 
which might vet prove true—have been 
made about the serious inconveniences 
or tragic fate that might in the remote 
future befall mankind because of this 
short-sighted extravagance. What, scien- 
tists have asked, wil! be substituted for 
fuel supplies when the oil and other min- 
eral resources of the globe are ex- 
hausted”? 

One answer to the hypothetical ques- 
tion is already being found up in East- 
port, Maine, where the government, 
after all these years, proposes to make 
a reality the long contemplated project 
to harness the tides in Passamaquoddy 
Ray, the American spur of the Bay of 
Fundy. In fact, Public Work’s officials 
only lately approved a $30,000,000 Fed- 
eral allotment to construct the long dis- 
cussed Passamaquoddy power project, 
as it has come to be known. 

In the Bay of Fundy, the tides rise 
and fall 24 feet twice each day. An al- 
most unbelievable 
would be placed on tap with these 
mighty tides harnessed. Engineers esti- 
mate that the Passamaquoddy project 
alone, upon completion, will become the 
future source of electric heating, light- 
ing and motive power for Maine, all of 
New England and, possibly, New York. 
It will be the first project of its kind, on 
a large scale, though a few experimental 
tide-machines have been built — and 
worked. 

Thus, with the tides harnessed, one 
might think, man will have succeeded in 
finding the all-time antidote for his 
wastefulness of coal, lumber and oil. As 
the supplies of natural resources dimin- 
ish, it might be pointed out, it will be 
easy to supplement them with the erec- 
tion of more tide-power plants.

“As tide engines were developed,” he 
wrote, “an ever increasing use was 
made of their power, and before the 
human race had been in existence for a 
million years, the tide power utilized 
aggregated a million million horse 
power. The braking action of the tides 
was increased fifty-fold and the day be- 
gan to lengthen appreciably.” 

Underlying this is the well-known 
principle that the moon, pulling back 
on the earth, really holds its rotation in 
check. But for dragging the moon 
around its orbit, the earth would whirl 
faster.

lunar mountains, and cracks occasion 
ally opened its surfaces. 

“The end came quite suddenly,” Hal- 
dane predicted in his amazing dream. 
“The depression in the moon’s surface 
facing the earth suddenly opened and 
emitted a torrent of white-hot lava. As 
the moon passed round the earth it 
raised the temperature in the tropics 
to such an extent that rivers and lakes 
were dried up and vegetation de- 
stroyed. . .. Within three days the 
satellite had broken up into a ring of 
white-hot lava and dust... .” 

Now let’s take a look at plans for the 
first of the giant tide-power plants 
which, when erected in the Bay of 
Fundy, will probably be the forerunner 
of many others within the next century 
or so. Tide-power, by the way, is noth- 
ing new; there are at the present time 
small tide-mills in operation in various 
parts of the country. 

However, the Passamaquoddy project 
is something new, since nothing like it 
on such a gigantic scale has been at- 
tempted before. The proposed tide en- 
gines that are contemplated being in- 
stalled are known as aero-tidal power 
systems. One unit consists of three 
square air tanks with open bottoms, each 
connected with a single air line to a 
pneumatic motor in one power house for 
all three. 

Each air line is valve controlled at the 
powerhouse, either 
to be closed, to ad- 
mit outcoming air 
undershot to the mo- 
tor, and ingoing air 
overshot through the 
motor. Each tank is 
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Primitive Tide-Mill in Virginia—a Relic of Colonial Days; It’s Still 
Capable of Operation. 
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tainly, then—harness the tides from 
coast to coast! 

And man, with customary enthusiasm, 
will undoubtedly forge rapidiv ahead 
with plans to fill the world with tide- 
power plants. When the Passamaquoddy 
project is proved practicable, others will 
begin to spring yp in the east and west, 
south and north. It is not hard to be- 
lieve that in the course of thousands of 
years the globe will be dotted with them. 

However, science now steps in, with 
a nightmarish theory which attaches a 
dire significance to thoughts of a planet 
covered with a network of tide-power 
stations. Out of the not-too-distant 
past— 1927, to be exact—looms recollec- 
tion of a little “book of doom” conceived 
by that master-scientist, J. B. S. Hal- 
dane, and now a Harper curio. “The 
Last Judgment,” it was entitled, sig- 
nificantly. 

Those who read it were impressed, for 
the moment, with the perfectly logical 
scientific analysis of the cause for the 
end of life on earth, as fancifully pre- 
dicted by Haldane. The eminent scien- 
tist, vou see, had visualized a world 
calamity—and traced it directly to a 
world-wide harnessing of the tides! 

It certainly sounded like a hideous 
nightmare. A _ cock-eyed pipedream, 
many called it. Still, Haldane’s specula- 
tions were so scientifically exact. ... 
He reminded us that the rise and fall 
of the tides are governed by the moon 
... reguiated by that orbit’s gravita- 
tional pul! 

And if the tides are completely har- 
nessed by thousands upon thousands of 
heavy-load tide-power stations — well, 
why wouldnt it be possible in time for 
the moon to be pulled right out of the 
sky? 

Of course, even the way Haldane de- 
scribed the ultimate disaster, it’s all m- 
finitely remote—-millions of vears away. 
And he also took the pains to point out 
that the vast majority of mankind con- 
template the death of the whole human 
species with less aversion than their 


would slow the earth’s rotation down. 


As the tide-power projects piled up 
in Haldane’s imagination, such a tre- 
mendous pull was generated on the moon 
that the earth’s days gradually began to 
grow longer. Within a few million years 
or so, each day was a week long. Then 
it was a month long—and the first thing 
vou know, the moon stood still in the 
sky and grew so large, as it approached 
the earth slowly, that it occupied an 
area estimated at one-twentieth of the 
space in the visible heavens! 

By the time the year 25,000,000. had 
rolled around, according to the scientist's 
pipe-dream, the earth was revolving so 
slowly that there were only seven and 
one-half davs in the year. The long 
nights were intensely cold, and the days 
exceedingly hot. 

“The human race somewhat dimin- 
ished in numbers,” he wrote, “but there 
was still an immense demand for power 
for heating and cooling purposes. The 
tides raised by the sun, although they 
only occurred fifteen times per year, 
were used for these ends, and the day 
was thus still further lengthened... . 
The moon now began once more to 
move relative to the earth, but in the 
opposite direction, rising in the west 
and setting in the east.” 


It was not until the year 36,000,000, 
according to Haldane’s prediction, that 
complete disaster became imminent. The 
moon itself began to disintegrate, so 
great had become the strain of the con- 
stant pull created by the tide engines! 
There were severe earthquakes on earth. 
Giant landslips were observed in the

held on a girder skeleton which is an- 
chored to a concrete base in a soil site 
or to the rocks of some rocky site. And 
the bottom of each is at low water level, 
and the top at high water level. The 
height of the tank depends 
upon the rise and fall of the 
tide. Where the rise and 
fall is only six feet, only a 
six foot tank is needed. But 
where the rise and fall is 
twenty-four feet, 
as in the Bay of 
Fundy, twenty- 
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four foot tanks 
will be required. 

The amount of 
power obtained by a unit 
is In ratio to the number 
of square feet covered by 
the tanks and the total rise 
and fall of the tide. The 
Passamaquoddy power- 
house will be built to de- 
velop some 500,000 or 700,000 horse- 
power. At least two engineering com- 
panies have drawn elaborate and de- 
tailed plans, involving dams, floats, and 
dynamos driven by the floats—one of 
which the PWA authorities will either 
adopt or modify. 

These same eflgineers have it all fig- 
ured out that the entire mechanism wil! 
have an allotted lifetime of twenty-five 
years, and that the power production 
cost would amount to the amazingly 
smal! figure of $2,000 annually. 

Why was the Bay of Fundy chosen as 
the site for this project? Well, for the 
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simple reason that at no seaport along 
the Atlantic Ocean do tides ‘reach such 
noticeable extremes as at Eastport 
Maine, which also has the distinction o 
being the most easterly city in the 
United States. At some times of the 
year the tides have an even greater rise 
and fall than their customary twenty- 
four feet, and rush in to overflow the 
wharves. 

Meanwhile it is a scientific truth that 
the effect of the power plant at Pas- 
samaquoddy will actually slow down the 
rotation of the earth—perhaps one- 
tenth of a second a century. That’s 
nothing to worry about, of course. But 
then, say, a similar gigantic project 
harnesses the tides in the Bering Sea. 
Ah, the earth begins to slow up one-fifth 
of a second every century, now! 

Very well, consider thousands of 
other tide engines being installed all 
over the world, add the total of the one- 
tenth seconds they each slow up the 
earth’s rotation and, like Haldane, try 
to visualize what will begin to happen— 
in perhaps 25,000,000 years! 

Of course, you say, if the tidal power- 
houses really began to throw the plane- 
tary system out of kilter, the astrono- 
mers would promptly warn us. The tide 
machines would be destroyed. But 
would that be the case, actually? Maybe 
by the year 1,000,000 people might wel- 
come a longer day. Perhaps the scien- 
tists then would feel that they were far 
enough advanced to control even the 
planetary system to suit the needs of 
the world. 

Nevertheless, it is quite obvious that 
it will take many tide machines and 
millions of years to even begin to invite 
lunar disaster. And Haldane spoke 
truthfully when he stated in his “The 
Last Judgment”: 

*. .. The human race on earth was 
never greatly influenced by an envis- 
aged future....”

The maternal! Duchess of Manchester 
had died in 1909. She was the former 
Consuelo Yznaga del Valle, of Ravens- 
wood, Indiana, and Santiago de Cuba— 
an overpoweringly beautiful belle, and 
rich (but how!) in her own right. 

When the old Duke married Consuelo, 
there was quite a bit wf tut-tutting 
among the more rigidly conservative ele- 
ment of the Manchester clan. But this 
was as nothing compared to the heavy de- 
ploring that was done by this same Con- 
suelo on the many occasions when her 
eldest and most graceless son came to 
grief during his scandal-speckled youth. 

He was always a nice boy, but con- 
sidered “fast,” in the phrase of the 
period. A list of his picturesque mis- 
haps would consume columns of print. 
For the social historian we append a 
series of hand-picked items.

“The Bad Boy of the 
House of Lords’’—the ab- 
solyte top in the British 
aristocracy —‘‘Kim,” in 
short, was always in gos- 
sip’s hot water. Never 
more so than when, as a 
mere broth of a lad, he 
came into the title. He 
was only 15 at the time— 
today he’s 58—but he lost 
no leisure in becoming the most culti- 
vated wastrel of the Victorian era. 


How the Duke spent and spent! Had 
he been of graver stuff, he might have 
settled down to the managetnent of his 
vast estates—Kimbolton Castle, where 
Catherine of Aragon died; Tanerage 
Castle, in Ireland; a stately town house 
in London’s azure-veined Portman 
Square, and 27,000 acres of land here 
and there, 


Nothing, however, could have been 
further from His Grace’s thoughts than 
so repulsive a stewardship. What, me a 
landlord? he ejaculated in effect and 
proceeded to have himself a swell time. 
Leaving behind him a mere barrelful of 
unpaid bills, the youth set sail for the 
States, seeking adventure, romance and 
a fortune. 


He got all three, but they proved 
fragile blessings. 

For adventure, he went actor. Through 
the kind agencies of a booking office he 
got a very microscopic job in one of the 
late Charles Frohman’s companies. But 
he wasn’t histrionically so hot; the work 
bored him, and he quit. 

For romance, there was the exquisite 
Helena Zimmerman. Miss Zimmerman 
was the daughter of Eugene Zimmer- 
man, the Cincinnati railway czar. His 
personal wealth was set at $10,000,000, 
and Helena was the catch of the season.

ing a brief fling at newspaper work. At 
first His Grace’s high-pressure self- 
salesmanship yielded negative results. 
But a year Bae in Paris, on the eve of 
her sailing for America, his pleas were 
so caloric that the dazzled Miss Z missed 
her boat and won a husband. 


Their married life was crammed with 
the oddest of episodes. The brand-new 
Duchess was addicted to Oriental mys- 
ticlsm, and, what was even more stag- 
gering in those days, was a member of 
the Socialist Party, my dear. (Votes for 
women in that musty era were regarded 
as a sheer fantasy if not an actual in- 
decency.) 

As for her mercurial spouse, he was 
going places and doing things (and peo- 
ple) in characteristic fashion. He gave 
himself wholeheartedly to athletics, win- 
ning the pretty title of “The Blueblood 
Sampson.” He studied medicine. He 
cultivated the social amenities of the 
Leicester Square cabbies, who worshiped 
him for his democracy and because in 
their joint lunch-wagon tiffins he han- 
dled his fork with such ducal grace. 

He headed a nursing home romanti- 
cally known as “Love’s Abode,” but the 
police had another name for this curious 
sanitarium.

Meanwhile the 
young Duchess was 
“scorching” on her bi- 
cycle, swinging a mean 
niblick on the links and burying her 
eight pet dogs in silk-lined rosewood cof- 
fins to an obligato of tears. 

Both the Manchester and Zimmerman 
families had been furious when Melena 
married the Duke. The railroad mag- 
nate, storming, announced that the 
bridegroom would never touch a cent of 
his money. The rich old Dowager Duch- 
e#s was equally outraged and cut the 
Duke off without even the proverbial 
shilling. 

Their ability to detect rocks ahead in 
the couple’s romance would have done 
credit to a deep-sea lookout. After their 
fourth child was born, Helena and 
“Kim” began to be “incompatible.” The 
duke’s wild oats were still sprouting vig- 
orously, and one particularly charming 
oat—Miss Portia Knight, an American

actress—showed every symptom of turn 
ing into a cactus. 

Good old “Kim,” impetuous as ever, 
had dragged Portia from a convent, to 
which she had repaired to scrutinize the 
state of her soul. Evidently his abrupt- 
ness jarred her spirituality consider- 
ably, for she sued him for breach of 
promise. 

The Duke also had fractured society’s 
proprieties by appearing at a staid ball 
wearing what the horrified editorial 
writers referred to as “a very scanty 
bathing suit,” though in it he really re- 
sembled Johnny Weissmuller m &@& 
Mother Hubbard. 

The advent of the World War gave 
“Kim” an excuse for rushing to battle, 
and a jolly good thing, too, for the coun- 
tryside was liberally, plastered with his 
worthless bank accounts and bum checks 
and paralytic promissory notes. 

Regardless of their country’s needs, 
inhuman process servers waited at the 
dock to nab “Kim” as he embarked for 
France, but he fooled them and got 
away. Needless to say, he served at the 
front with conspicuous gallantry as an 
aviator. He was still bankrupt, but ap- 
parently immune from bombs. 

By the time the Duchess’s father died 
in 1914, the Manchesters had separated. 
It was not till 1925, however, that he 
sjied for absolute divorce. For some rea- 
son six years passed before the final de- 
cree was awarded—to the Duchess! 

This left ever-loving “Kim” free to 
marry again. Promptly he did so. In 
1931 he became the husband of Miss 
Kathleen Dawes, a retired British ace 
tress. Although enraged people all over_ 
the globe persisted in suing “Kim” for 
this and that, things were definitely look- 
ing up for him. 

For one thing, the Duke’s mother, who 
died in 1909, had left him a cool million, 
although the disagreeable old courts tied 
up the fortune till 1933. In that year 
they relented, and “Kim” breathed 
easier. ... 

But Fate or something equally un- 
pleasant had decreed that his woes were 
by no means over. Came the incident of 
the pawned diamonds, the litigious 
ghosts of Their Pawnships—and a 
wringing of hands and a gnashing of 
molars from the Duke’s direction. 

The only consolation William Angus 
Drogo Montagu, etc., can bask in is that 
when you’ve been in hot water all your 
life you develop a gratifyingly insensi- 
tive hide. 

A general insensitivity, however, may 
go and frequently does 
go with indecisiveness 
about personal decisions 
and a pronounced feeling 
of inferiority. 


The Duke’s total in- 
ability to get to first base 
about his divorce from 
the beautiful Helena is a 
case in point. While he 
went through the prelim- 
inary motions by first 
making feeble efforts to 
get a “partial” French 
decree, it is significant 
that it was the Duchess 
who finally saw the thing 
through. 


Almost every episode 
in “Kim’s” wildly check- 
ered career testifies to 
the fact that he hoped he 
was just as good as the 
next fellow, if not a 
shade better. This is a 
bad sign of a camou- 
flaged humility. 

Consider. He tried his 
hand at producing mov- 
ies. Great grief, how the 
money ran out! He was 
successively theatre man- 
ager, airplane corpora- 
tion director, truck man- 
ufacturer. Still no finan- 
cial dice. , 


Then he took up the 

exploring business. 
“Kim” was shipwrecked 
in the Caribbean Sea, 
was nearly captured by 
Chinese pirates, was the 
honor guest of Indian 
princes, went around the 
But globe. 
Have No It is unofficially re- 
corded of him that once 
he very timidly got in on 
a poker game with the late John Jacob 
Astor, William K. Vanderbilt and other 
monied big shots. But greatly to his sur- 
prise he discovered that the ante was 25 
cents! Again he won $19,000—between 
dances—when he thought the total stake 
was $100. 

The eccentric strain in the Manches- 
ters is apparently hereditary. Or, at 
any rate, ““Kim’s” son, the very person- 
able Lord Edward Montagu, has shared 
his dad’s hot water from time to time. 

But “Monty” could never hold a can- 
dle to his old man. “Kim” is unique. For 
reasons set forth on this page. 

Such is “Kim,” a fantastic and pa- 
thetic man. But one who in future will 
shout “Gimme!” to the world’s money- 
lenders in vain. They know him.

obbery Is Solved in 
Crime Ring Roundup

N a pleasant August morn- 
() ing a shabbily dressed 
man, wearing a_ white 
apron. trundied a small, three- 
wheeled pushcart down Bay 19th 
street, Brooklyn, and stopped at 
the wooden loading “bridge” out- 
side the Rubel Ice Company 
plant. As the pushcart contained 
some burlap bags, one might 
have assumed that he was an 
itinerant ice cream’ peddler, or 
retail ice dealer, come’ for his 
day's supply of ice. He arrived on 
the scene shortly after 9 o clock. 
Children played '= about the 
street and the loading platform. 
Housewives from the block of six 
houses adjoining the plant busied 
themselves with their morning 
chores. Across the street, at the 
Bay 19th street tennis courts, sev- 
eral agile youngsters were trying 
out their strokes under the eye 
of Mrs. Carolyn Bannister, the 
tennis professional who operated 
the courts. Other peddlers and 
tradesmen arrived, got their sup- 
ply of ice, and moved on. 
But the shabby, unshaven fel- 
low in the white apron remained. 


After a while another man 
wandered onto the scene, a burly 
fellow who seemed to have noth- 
ing better to do with his time 
than to lie on the grass border- 
ing the wire fence and watch the 
tennis players Several times 
when a ball bounced into the 
street he retrieved it and tossed 
it back.

Then, at 12:35 an armored 
truck of the United States Truck- 
ing Corporation rolled aqown the 
treet toward the ice plant. The 
car-had made the rounds of seven 
Brooklyn branch banks of the 
Bank of Manhattan Co. and had 
also picked up currency’ from 
sma}! and from other 
Rube! It contained at this 
moment than $450,000 in 
cash, old bills of from $1 to $500 
denominations, and a treasure in 
Silver. 

This was a Tuesday (August 21, 
1934), and Tuesday is one of the 
busiest collection davs of the 
week. This particular truck’s car- 
gO was about average for the 
time of dav. 

The crew of the bullet-proof 
machine consisted of the driver. 
Joseph Allen: the conductor. Wil- 
liam Lilienthal, and the guard, 
John Wilson. Allen sat in the

front behind a bullet-proof win- 
dow: the others were in the rear 
compartment, with the 35 bags of 
money. 

Driver Allen looked through the 
glass and saw nothing unusual, 
the same old familiar scene, chil- 
dren playing, mothers shouting 
for their young, men on the plat- 
form waiting for the ice to come 
down the chutes, tennis players 
leaping about and a peddler push- 
ing his cart toward the armored 
truck. 

The truck stopped next to the 
pusheart. Lilienthal climbed from 
the rear into the drivers com- 
partment, opened the door to- 
ward the Rubel plant and stepped 
toward the office, where he was 
to receive $450 cash, and Guard 
Wilson was stepping out of the 
truck, hand on his gun, when 
things began to happen. with 
speed and precision of a perfect- 
ly stage or movie scene. 

The white - aproned  peddler 
threw back his burlap sacks and 
seized one of two sub-machine 
guns lying in the bottom of the 
pushcart. The burly man who 
had been watching the tennis 
plavers grabbed the other gun. 
Simultaneously a group of armed 
men, estimated at about eight, 
jumped out of three cars parked 
behind the truck. Several carried 
machine guns, the others pistols. 

Wilson, Allen and _ Lilienthal 
were caught completely by sur- 
prise. Ordinarily one of the truck 
crew would have been able to 
close the door and the money 
would have been safe, but in this 
instance, so perfect had been all 
the arrangement., it was impos- 
sible. No sooner had the door 
been opened than the aproned 
thug had Wilson and Allen cov- 
ered.

The truck crew was disarmed 
and forced to crawl under the 
loading platform. One of the 
stickup gang stepped into the of- 
fice and ripped a telephone from 
its connections. Another lined up 
the freightened loaders. Mean- 
while the tennis players shouted 
and skipped about the courts ob- 
livious of the swift drama tak- 
ing place in the street. 


Next, three of the mob boarded 
the truck and began to pass out 
the canvas money bags. They 
were loaded into a large Lincoln 
sedan, the back seat of which had 
been removed to make room for 
the loot. While this operation 
was in progress, William Kelly, a 
war veteran, employed by Mrs. 
Bannister, looked up from the 
work he was doing on her car. 
Then he stepped over to the wire 
fence and said, “Get down—lie 
down! There's a holdup at the 
ice plant!” 

A moment later 
the mob _ yelled, “Scram!” the 
three men in the truck leaped 
out, and all dashed for the three 
cars. They had transferred 13 
bags. and 22 remained. But they

Truck Crew Lumber 
Off in Pursuit. 


As the three cars fled, Wilson, 
Allen and Lilienthal scrambled 
out from under the loading plat- 
form. (Incidentally, only eight 
minutes had passed since the 
truck pulled up in front of the 
plant.) They grabbed a machine 
gun the bandits had left behind 
in their haste, leaped into the 
truck, and lumbered off in pur- 
suit. 

But the heavy 
match for the robbers’ Cars. 
sedan carrying the swag sped 
west toward Cropsey avenue and 
Graves-end Bay, a block and a 
half from the ice plant. Lilien- 
thal opened fire but without ef- 
fect. The gunmen’s car, which 
someone noticed, bore the license 
1L-5075, roared by the Bath 
beach playground of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society and soon wes 
lost to sight. 

Within a few minutes the com- 
munity was congested with police 
cars. The audacity and efficiency 
of the job—the largest cash hold- 
up in history—stunned authori- 
ties. Every available detective in 
Brooklyn was rushed to the scene, 
cars patroled the main highways, 
Sharpshooters covered all the 
bridges leading into Manhattan. 

But it was not until an hour 
after the robbery that a clue was 
discovered—and a_ discouraging 
clue it was at best. The Lincoln 
sedan was found abandoned at 
the foot of Bay 35th street, less 
than half a mile from the ice 
plant, in the opposite direction 
from which it had taken flight. 
Apparently the robbers had dared 
to’double back on their tracks. 

Witnesses had seen three men, 
one of them in the uniform of a 
chauffeur, haul two big. white 
canvas bags out of the sedan and 
drop them into one of two fast 
boats which had been cruising 
close to shore all morning. Two 
of the strangers had gotten into 
the boats with the bags, while the 
man in uniform had driven the 
car back toward Cropsey avenue, 
about 100 feet, then rejoined his 
companions, and the two boats 
had streaked off at high speed 
across Graves-end bay. 

So this was how they had es- 
caped the police cordon. 

Two police planes took off from 
Floyd Bennett field. Police boats 
scoured the waters surrounding 
New York. But the day drew to 
an end without a trace of the 
robbers being found. The police 
had vague descriptions of the 
criminals, as well as descriptions 
of the cars they had used, and

the two boats. But these details 
didn’t seem to help, and the li- 
cense on the Lincoln led nowhere, 
for the plates had been stolen. 

Though only three of the gang 
had been seen getting into the 
boats, police believed that the 
others had been picked up at 
some deserted spot along the 
beach. They declared that in 
their opinion the job had been 
pulled by a gang of former rum 
runners, led by a master mind of 
the underworld whose racket had 
been ruined by repeal. 

* * x 


The trucking company hired 
the William J. Burns and Pinker- 
ton detective agencies, who im- 
mediately launched independent 
investigations. The day after the 
crime the company sent checks 
totaling $427,950 to the banks and 
other places where the truck had 
collected the money. The com- 
pany was able to pay the huge 
sum promptly, for the entire loss 
was covered by insurance. (Fach 
of the armored cars is insured for 
$8,000,000.) 

What seemed a minor clue 
turned up in Keansburg, N. J., 
when Police Chief Charles Mc- 
Guire reported the finding on a 
money bag on the beach. It was 
marked “Return to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York.” 
However, Inspector John J. Sul- 
livan, in charge of the investi- 
gation, insisted that only the bags 
containing the silver had been so 
marked, and none of the bags of 
Silver had been touched. 


Scuttled Speedboat 
Examined for Clues. 


Two days after the robbery po- 
lice raised a scuttled Gar Wood 
speedboat at Arvene, on Jamaica 
bay, but if this was one of the 
getaway vessels it yielded no 
clues. The machine gun left at 
the scene was fruitlessly traced 
to a Wisconsin retailer. On Au- 
gust 27 another money bag simi- 
lar to the one found on the 
beach at Keansburg, was found 
on .a Duxbury, Mass., roadside. 

Police, private detectives and 
Department of Justice agents 
worked behind a screen of secre- 
cy, but the days and weeks passed 
and there were no arrests. 

Then, on November 20, the au- 
thorities reported that Thomas 


— Quinn, of West 53rd street, Man- 


hattan, alleged owner of the boats 
used in the getaway, had been 
taken into custody and was being 
held as a material witness. No 
details were divulged, but the 
headlines said, “Super - Holdup 
Solved, Police Hot After 12,” and 
“Police Closing in on $427,000 
Gang.” It was said that 62 picked 
detectives had been engaged in

the man hunt, which was costing 
$100,000. 

Late in November it became 
known that all three members of 
the truck crew were no longer in 
the employ of the trucking com- 
pany. Wilson had quit, and the 
other two* said they had been 
fired. The company insisted that 
they had quit when they refused 
to work in the company garage. 

Came the new year. Quinn was 
still held, getting $3 a day as a 
material witness. Then, on Jan- 
uary 23, there was another expert 
robbery, this time in Fall River, 
Massachusetts. 

A pay roll shipment of $129,000, 
bound for the B. C. M. Durfee 
Bank & Trust Co., of Fall River, 
arrived on the 8:13 a. m. train 
from Boston. The money, in coin 
and small bills, was sent by reg- 
istered mail and was picked up 
at the railroad station by a light 
United States mail delivery truck, 
driven by Herbert B. Reid. There 
was no guard on the truck. 

Reid was driving up French 
hill with his bags of mail when 
two armed men stopped him and 
forced him to turn down a side 
Street, where two other men were 
waiting. The gang forced Reid to 
enter a Plymouth sedan, trans- 
ferred the mail bags to their own 
car, then drove away with their 
captive. While one of the gang 
sorted out the mail, another 
bound Reid's arms, legs, eyes and 
mouth with adhesive tape. 

They switched to another car 
in West Somerville and left Reid 
in the abandoned Plymouth. 

The postal authorities were 
flabbergasted by this daylight 
robbery. No mob had ever before 
dared to stick up a United States 
mail truck in New England. And 
this was the sweetest haul in New 
England history.

OT long ago, in response to 
N an invitation, I attended a 
Jewish wedding. Frankly, 
was much of a hand to 


enjoy such ever-occurring events 
as weddings, anniversaries, birth-

dav parties. bar mitzvahs, brith- 
millahs and funerals. but this 
time, in view of certain circum- 
Stances, I had to acquiesce. 


Walking toward the house in 
which the happy event was to 
take place, I fell into a mediative 
mood. Spring, you see, always af- 
fects me that way, and lofty 
thoughts wandered through .my 
mind. How utterly futile and vain 
was our earthly existence, I mus- 
ea, and how unpredictable and 
mysterious were the ways of life! 

The words of Marmus Aurelius, 
that wise Roman emperor-philos- 
opher of antiquity, stood clearly 
in my memory: “The extent of 
human life is but a point; its sub- 
Stance is in perpetual flux, its 
perceptions dim. and the whole 
composition of the body tending 
to corryption. The souil is but a 
whirl. fortune not to be guessed 
at and fame undiscerning—in a 
word, that which belongs to the 
body is a flowing river, and what 
the soul has is but dream and 
bubble.” 

That night I was to witness a 
fusion of two young lives, sancti- 
fied by the age-old Jewish rites, 
and I knew that in their passion- 
ate, uncontrollable desire to be- 
come one, they shall unconscious- 
ly obey the wise laws of nature 
to create a new life. The inexor- 
able process of perpetuating the 
human race was to go on, the 
NRA notwithstanding. 

Having seen, however, how sad- 
ly end sometimes pompous and 
eulogized weddings, even though 
the happy and smiling faces of 
the couple might indicate the fu- 
ture connubial happiness, my 
heart was heavy. I knew that 
every wedlock was a grand lot- 
tery in which the fickle goddess 
of chance played an important 
part. 

Thinking along these lugubrious 
lines, I finally reached my des- 
tination. Even from a distance I 


could see through the brightly 
illuminated windows the animat- 
ed gusts, and my ears discerned 
Strains of music played by the 
piano and violin. Ah, how in- 
credibly beautiful can even a sim- 
ple melody sound in the fragrant 
stillness of a spring evening! 


Inside, the modest dwelling was 
uncomfortably warm from. the 
presence of far too many people. 
Those present did not constitute 
what is generally referred to as 
“society,” although such _ petty 
bourgeois gatherings often sur- 
pass in color and gayety, brilliant 
assemblages of supercilious aris- 
tocracy. These humble people be- 
have perfectly natural and with- 
out the slightest pretense for su- 
periority and noxious display of 
hauteur. 

Upon entering the modest front 
room, IL modestly parked myself 
near the wall and began to ob- 
serve the scene. The bridegroom's 
mother, a woman of ample pro- 
portions, was frantically rushing 
from one room to another. She 
had a corsage of beautiful roses 
pinned to her very loose gown. 
The father of the groom looked 
stern and sullen, and his bearded 
face was impregnable to observa- 
tions. It was impossible to deter- 
mine whether he was glad or 
otherwise. It seemed, upon a clos- 
er scrutiny, that he was not feel- 
ing so hot, to use the popular 
Street vernacular, for the wedding, 
the bountiful supper with drinks, 
orchestra and other incidental 
expenses were all to be charged 
to him. With the depression still 
lingering, this was rather pro- 
hibitive pleasure. 

In the two adjacent rooms were 
set long tables which fairly 
groaned.with the weight of edi- 
bles. Traditional Jewish dishes 
were in abundant evidence; the 
ubiquitous’ gefilte fish, potato 
salad, dill pickles, ladkes, sand- 
wiches with salami, spiced beef 
and appetizing kosher wurst, ap- 
ple shtrudel, all sorts of cakes 
and cookies and fruit. Corn liq- 
uor was served in the innocent 
looking soft drink bottles and the 
odd-shaped decanters contained 
home-made wine, 


In the farther room, clustered 
about the table, sat a few men 
with hats on. They had arrived 
early enough to occupy the most 
strategic positions, near the water 
front, as it were. With longing 
glances and perceptible 
ence they were surveying the 
marvelous gastronomic collection. 


The bride, becomingly attired in 
a light spring coat and a becom- 
ing hat with a short veil, was 
Surrounded by a ring of female 
friends. They were counselling 
her, at the same time excitedly 
voicing admiration for her bridal 
finery. The younger set was 
amusing itself, and the air vi- 
brated with music and the rhyth- 
mic stamp of dancing feet. 

There was another wedding on 
that day and the rabbi arrived 
after considerable delay. The fa- 
ther of the bride respectfully es- 
corted the rabbi into the parlor, 
solicitously guarding the rever- 
end gentleman against the chil- 
dren who were romping and dart- 
ing in and out of the room. New 
guests continued to arrive and 
soon the place became so packed 
with humanity that one had to 
wriggle his way out in order to 
get from one room to another, 
especially when particularly 
buxom matrons barricaded the 
way. 

Four young men held up the 
canopy under which stood the 
bride, tremulously anticipating 
the wedding ceremony. Presently, 
the two obliging young fellows 
brought the groom who took his 
place beside the bride, the aspir- 
ing “chossen” looked very pale 
and his black eves betrayed ner- 
vousness bordering on fear. 
Everything went smoothly, how- 
ever, and when, in conformity 
with the ancient Jewish tradition, 
bits of glass were crushed under 
the young couple’s feet, the guests 
broke into a joyous pandemo- 
nium.

in important crimes, for he had 
been questioned in the machine 
gun assassination of Frankie 
Dunn, a Hoboken, N. J., beer 
baron, and also in the celebrated 
Hotsy-Totsy Club murders in New 
York.

The ftnvestigation abruptly leap- 
ed from behind its curtain of se- 
crecy on April 27 when. federal 
officers and police of Providence, 
R. I., staged five raids and ar- 
rested 15 suspects. Later a dozen 
more were seized in various cities. 
It was said that the first tip to the 
gang, one of the best organized in 
recent years, had come from Her- 
bert Horenstein, alias Harris, ar- 
rested in Los Angeles after a 
stolen $20 bill had been traced to 
him there. 

Police action was also hastened 
by the ride murder of Andino Me- 
rola, a member of the gang, whose 
body was found on the 26th in a 
parked automobile in Wrentham, 
Mass. The investigators are not 
talking about this angle but it is 
possible that Merola had informed 
on the gang and died a squealer’s 
death. 

The most important raid was at 
the old Colonel Felix R. Wendel- 
schaefer mansion at Warwick, a 
few miles from Providence. A 
one-time headquarters for rum- 
runners, a veritable fortress com- 
manding a view of the country- 
side and easily accessible to the 
Atlantic, the police charged that 
this mansion had been the head- 
quarters of the “million-dollar 
mob” which had pulled the Fall 
River job, the Brooklyn robbery, 
the Butler, Pa., robbery last year, 
and many other crimes, including 
kidnapings and murders. 

Officers and relief workers dig- 
ging in the labyrinthian cellars of 
the house uncovered an arsenal, 
thousand of dollars from the Fall 
River haul, quantities of stolen 
jewelry, and what appeared to be 
human bones.

Rettich,. who was living on the es- 
tate, and issued warrants for Carl 
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Armored cas

Rettich, a Providence public 
enemy, called the master mind of 
the “crime factory.” Rettich later 
surrendered in New York and was 
held in Providence, with various 
others, for a preliminary hearing 
next Tuesday. The authorities 
have been questioning him about 
many unsolved crimes and mys- 
teries, including the dissapearance 
of Danny Walsh, a Providence 
racketeer kidnaped two years ago. 
Walsh's family had _ fruitlessly 
paid $40,000 for his release. 

The diggers at the mansion 
hoped to find a clue to this mys- 
tery among the relics unearthed 
at the mansion. 

On May 1, Sonny McGlone was 
trapped in Manhattan and held 
with others arrested in this region 
for a hearing May 17. The police 
charge that he participated in the 
Fall River, Brooklyn and Perth 
Amboy stickups. Postal Inspector 
Frank Shea announced in New 
York his thorough conviction that 
the arrest of McGlone completed 
the solution of the armored car 
robbery at the ice plant. 

“McGlone,” said Acting Captain 
Daniel Curtayne in the lineup the 
next morning, “perhaps you don’t 
know that somebody has squealed. 
I'm telling you that you’re going 
to burn when they get you up 
there at Fall River.” But Sonny 
had heard such _ horrendous 
prophecies before and did not 
seem in the least disturbed. He 
is a product of the tough west 
side, and is schooled in the 
debonair front. 

Meanwhile there has been con- 
siderable evidence of agitation in 
the underworld because of this 
wholesale roundup. Criminal 
havens are being deserted, for 
there seems to be no doubt that 
there has been a squeal, perhaps 
a whole series of squeals. Just 
what the information is, the police 
and federal men are not disclos- 
ing. 

Befort Rettich was arraigned in 
Providence on May 2, it is report- 
ed that five New York gunmen 
had arrived to kill him. He had 
to be arraigned secretly. He and 
his fellow suspects will again be 
on the spot at their preliminary 
hearings. Instead, life will be very 
uncertain for all the witnesses 
and defendants in this case until 
the last prisoner is put away.

DECLARER DIDN’T TAKE 
A TRICK, 


What makes a bridge hand in- 
teresting? Some hands appeal to 
readers because they teach a valu- 
able lesson in correct bidding or 
play. Others, because they illus- 
trate some difficult play which 
rarely occurs in actual practice, 
but which is a source of pleasure 
purely by virtue of its complexity 
and intricacy. Still other hands 
are. worth reading about because 
of some sensational result in scor- 
ing—a large set, or a grand slam 
bid and made while the other side, 
in a different suit, could also have 
bid and make a small or grand 
slam for themselves. 


From among millions of dull, 
uninformative and uneventful 
bridge hands, I try to choose those 
which will most appeal to my 
readers, for one of the reasons 
given above, or for some other 
reason. Today I have been ably 
assisted in making my choice by 
Hal Sax, of Chicago. who sent me 
the following commonplace deal 
which produced an unusual re- 
sult. 


East, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: (Figures after 
bids refer to numbered explana- 
tory paragraphs. ) 

Fast South West North

1—A weak hand for a vulner- 
able overcall. 

2—An equally light free bid; 
West should have passed, and bid 
later. 

3—North, if his partner can 
overcall, wants to insure reaching 
game. 

4—Mr. Sax observed that I 
would find the bidding “a little 
overambitious,” which was an 
understatement on Mr. Sax’s part. 

5—South fears the consequences 
which may arise from his weak 
bid. 

6—It is too late for West to 
rescue. 


7—Quite a logical double. In- 


cidentally, it asks for a lead in 
hearts, North's bid suit, in accord- 
ance with modern conventional 
usage. 


8—Speaking of this bid, Mr. Sax 
asks, “How often do you see a 
man with nerve enough to stand 
a double at three no-trump with 
East's holding?” 

Never before, is my answer; 
and when I do see such a man, 
I hope he is not my partner. 


The Play. 


Now, the remarkable feature of 
the play is that East did not take 
a single trick. Vulnerable, and 
doubled, he was set nine—fortu- 
nately, for him, under the new 
scoring, in which his loss was only 
2,600 points. South dutifully 
opened a heart, and dummy’s jack 
was captured by North’s queen. 
Then North led the ten of spades, 
and again the jack fell to the 
queen. A heart continuation by 
South established North's entire 
suit, which he ran down one by 
one. Then he cashed the ace and 
king of diamonds, and then he led 
his last spade and East's king was 
trapped under South’s ace-nine. 
When South had taken these two 
cards his two remaining small 
spades were winners, taking care 
of the last two tricks. So, in all, 
North and South won six hearts, 
five spades and the two top dia- 
monds. 


Comment. 


Disasters in which the declarer 
does not take a trick are. for- 
tunately, rare. They are inter- 
esting to hear about when they 
do happen, but I hope, for the 
good of bridge players every- 
where, that there will not be 
many of them to find their way 
into this column.
